The treatm ent which Doctor 
Cattell employ s is designed to 
overcome infection, to keep the 
skin as dry as possible at all times 
and obtain immediate relief from 
the itching by u sing a preparation 
which ha° a pain-relieving action. 
Twice a day the patient is in­ 
stru cted to bathe the parts with a 
warm solu tion of potassiu m per­ 


manganate. Then a preparation 
containing phenol or a pain-reliev­ 
ing dru g is u sed in calamine lotion. 
This is applied as often as neces­ 
sary as well as after each bowel 
movement and before going to 
bed. 
Avoid Laxatives 
The patients are instru cted to 
avoid u sing laxative dru gs. The 
u se of toilet paper is discontinu ed 
and replaced by u sing moist and 
dry cotton. A sedative or dru g 
which qu iets the nerves is given 
at frequ ent intervale at the start 
of the treatment bu t later is dis­ 
continu ed. 
The treatment mu st be carefu lly 
followed for a period of two 
months, In a large series of pa­ 
tients in whom this treatm ent was 
u sed, relief was obtained in nine 
ou t of ten instances. 
There is a tendency for the dis­ 
order to retu rn bu t the treatm ent, 
if resu med, will again overcome it,
